Previously Aref had been 
Iraq's leading advocate of 
unity with Egypt. u 
But diplomatic sources here 
believe Aref decided to throw 
in his lot with Iraqi military 
leaders, who had become in- 
creasingly cool toward Egypt 
recently, because of Nasser's 
refusal to support their mili- 
tary campaign against Iraq's 
rebellious Kurdish minority. 
At the same time Nasser has 
had to cope with a government 
crisis in Yemen—where 55,000
